STATE’S COUNSEL * OBJECTS. 


Asserts Acensed Woman Should Be 
Taken to Jail; Funeral Heid. 


Charlie O, Charley! Don’t leave me 
now,” exclaimed Mrs. Theresa Manton 
Schenk yesterday at the head of the grave 
of her husband, Charles Schenk, whom she 
hed killed. & 

This and other evidences of grief has 
caused a change in heart among the Schenk 
neighbors who heretofore have believed she 
shot down her husband while angry. 80 
strong has become the sentiment in her favor 
that Chief of Police Charles Duwel of Park 
Ridge was importaned to it her to re- 
main a prisoner in her own residence instead 
of going to the county jail. 

This unusual procedure in the case of a 
person accused of murder is at Chief Duwel’s 
own risk, but is in accordance with the 
wishes of Mr. Schenk’s relatives as well as 
that of officials of the suburb. 

Although Mrs. Schenk formally was placed 
under arrest immediately after the mitti- 
mus was issued on Monday afternoon, the 
state’s attorney's office not yet has been noti- 
fied formally of the fact. 


Authorities Ready to Present Case. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Victor Arnold. 
who will handle the case, said during the day 
that he has received a transcript of the testi- 
mony at the coroner’s inquest, and thet he 
was prepared to go before a judge this morn- 
ing and present the state’s side of the case, 
when. a request for bail is made. 

He said Mrs. Schenk either should have 
been turned over to the sheriff or placed 
m the county jail, and that Chief of Police 


ing the prisoner in her ‘residence 

B. W. Chesterman, a neighbor of the 
Schenke, and a former attorney, said at 
night that. he expects to be able to secure 
sufficient bail for Mrs. Schenk so that she 
will not have to go to jail pending the con- 
sideration of her case by the grand jury. 


Believes in Burglar Scare Theory. 

It now usually is believed here said 
Mr. Chesterman, that Mrs. Schenk shot and 
killed her husband while under intense ex- 
citement. The fact was brought out at the 
coroner’s inquest that there had been an at- 
tempt to break into the house by a burglar 
three months ago. Mrs. Schenk was the firm 
one to wake up, and she aroused her hus- 
band. She accompanied him downstairs, and 
the burgler fled. 

“After that the revolver was purchased 
and kept on the dresser. She had that mental 
impression on her mind that the revo'ver 


to break in the house when she heard Mr. 
Schenk's call to her. He.probably was suf- 
fering from stomach cramp and had gone to 
the bathroom. When he called she sprang 
out of bed, grabbed the revolver, and ran out 
of the door, pulling the trigger as she ran. 


: Funeral from Residence. - 

Mr. Schenk’s funeral was hejd in the after- 
noon from the residence in Park Ridge. The 
Rev. John L. Dickson, pastor of the Park 
Ridge Methodist Episcopal church, preached: 
the funeral sermon. Interment was at Rose- 
hill. Mr. Schenk wae partly under the in- 
fluence of drugs during the whole afternoon 
and hardly realized that her husband was 
being buried until} Nenn 
the grave. 

The services were te charge of the Metro- 
politan lodge of Free and Accepted Masons, 
of which Mr. Schenk was a member. After 
the services Mra Schenk was spoken to by 
each member of the lodge. who expressed

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RURAL PASTORS GET PRAISE 


City Preachers Resent Slurs on 
Their Country Brethren. 


BRAINS NOT ALL IN TOWN. 


Men Who Worked Up from Small Par- 
sonages Tell Experiences, 


“When you 80 to preach in the country 
take along your best sermon; when you go 
to preach in the city put om your best coat. 

This well known proverb found champions 
among Chicago préachés who formerly had 
been rural preachers and who resented the 
statement which came from the rural church 
conference held on Monday in Decatur in 
which Dean J. H. Skinner of Purdue uni- 
versity wad quoted as saying that the rural 
pfeacher “ is the most conspicuous back num- 
ber in the country today,“ and E. White 
Allen, president of the Mason County Farm- 
ers institute, was quoted as saying that the 
rural ministers were responsible for the so- 
cial, religious, and edueational backwardnesa 
of the farmers. 

The pastors resented likewise the statement 
“if the rural preacher should attend the 
agricultural college and fit himself for a 
$1,500 posi@ion he would not be content to 
preach for 6000.“ 


Defends Rüral Preachers. 

„it is a fact,” said the Rev. Frank D. 
Sheets, paetor of the South Park Methodist 
Episcopal church, “ that occasionally 
finds a farming community. in which there 
are college graduates among the farmers 
and a backward, poorly educated man in the 
pulpit, but ad a sweeping statement the as- 
sertion is false that the rural preachers keep 
back the progress of the farming community. 

ö to the matter of salary the statement 
that the preachers would quit the ministry if 
they were fitted by an agricultural college to 
earh & salary two or three times as large evi- 
dently was made by a man who did not know 
the stuff out of which ministers are made 

“It is one of the common slurs against 
ministers that they are in the work for what 
they can get out of It. 


Gave Up Big Salary tor mall. 

“I don’t like to say what may stem to be 
parading my own virtues, but I have no ob- 
jections if you care to my that I gave up 
a position that was paying me a salary of 
$5,000 a year and began preaching in a rural 
community in Burton, Kas., where the min- 
ister preceding me had only received a sal- 
ary of $200 a year and where I received §700 

@ year and a house in which to live. 

“Tt ig thé exceptional case where a man 
enters the ministry or stays in it for pecn- 
niary reasons. There is many a Methodist 
preacher in the country who could just as 
well be in the city, but he goes where he is 
sent. The majority of Methodist preachers 
in the country are college graduates.” 


“Back Numbers Bverywhere,” 
There are back numbers and unprogres- 
sive men in every profession,” said the Rev. 
John A. Earl, pastor of the Belden Avenue 
Baptist church. They aré not confined to 
the country, seither. I was a country 
preacher for a period of years. I ofganized 
a literary society among my young people 
that was of the highest type. The Grange, 
the farmers’ organization populer at that 
time, was hei in our church. I know a min- 
ieter now in Minnesota who prefers the coun- 
try to the city, and he is the most inspiring 
influence in all the entire céuntryside. ~ 

“The ° backwerdness unn the rural 
preacher i» more frequéntly the fault of the 
farmer than of the preaeher, A dollar looks 
to thé farmer as big as a Wagon wheel, and 
he fails to appreciate that If the mintster is 
to keep up to date he much have bodks and 
travel, and have some other things to think 
about then simply clothes and food for the 
family.”

BANKS ALSO ASSIST MEN. 
Keep.Open Late to Save Workers 


from, Giving Earnings to 
Saloon Men. 


Not to be dashed in saloons.” 

With the announcement that a 
large Escanaba factory had stamped this 
warning on the face of its pay Checks led to 
the discovery that Chicago's largest em- 


ployers of labor are enlisted also in an active 


fight against the saloonkeepers’ “ percent- 
age” of the wages of their eniployés. 

As a result of this crusade, wage 
by check has been abandoned by almost all 
the biggest corporations. The Hun Steel 
company and the South Chicago branch of 
the International Hetvester company are 
| practically the only really large local po. 
ere of labor besides the packing houses which 
tu pay dy beck. 

Even these great corporations, which have 
founé it tinexpedient up to the present time 
to adopt the system of paying their workmen 
in cash, have joined the general movement 
to prevent the cashing of their checks tn se 
loons. At the stockyards the Livestock Ex- 
change bank, at the entrance to Packingtown, 
keeps open evenings to cash pay checks, 
while several banks adjoining the mills ip 
South Chicago foliow a similar course. 


Saloons Took Too Much. 

The reason for this general movement - 
against thé saloon ag the casher of pay check 
is that the émployers found their men were 
leaving too much money with the bartenders 
| after each pay day. Money thet should 
have gone for groceries and other necessities 
tound its way into the saloon tills and the 
“rake off” from each pay day constituted 
a late part of the revenue of every saioon- 
| keépér in a factory district. 

Inquity at the offices of some of the pre- 
pal railways having headquarters in thé 
during the day brought forth the fact 
many of the roads have given special 
sideration to means for keeping the employés 
out of saloons by providing other places for 
having their pay checks cashed, although the 
majority of the roads pay by check. . 

At the paymaster’s office of the North 
western it mag stated that the road did not 
pay ite local employés by check, but in.cur 
rency from, the pay. car for the express pur- 
pose of removing the necessity of having 
checks cashed in saloons. The plan was 
adopted several years ago of having the pay 
car make monthly trips over the Chicago ter- 
minais. Some checks are used outside of the 
eity, where other places than saloons may 
be résorted to to cash the checks, 


Breweries Also Get Rakeof?. 

Hiven with these advantages offered the 
men, the companies which still pay by check 
have found a gonsiderable number of the 
cheeks working back after payment bearing 
the indorsement of saloonkeepers. Many 
are deposited to the accounts of the breweries 
which supply the saloons. 

“It is the great danger of the check pay- 
ment system,” says the head of one company 
which always has paid cash “The men 
work right through the banking hours with 
insufficient time off at noon to go to a dis- 
tant bank, and to get their money fare ne 
chice but the store or saloon. The latter 
ie chosen toe often.”

Hair Growing Whiter.

Framer of Law Urges That Its 
Functions Be Transferred. 


LACKS POWER TO CURE EVIL. 


Says New Domestic Relations Bench 
Can Handle Cases Better.

court to the Municipa) court was advocated 
yesterday by one of the framers of the orig- 
inal Juvenile court act, Timothy D. Hurley... 
Charges were being heard against the Ju- 
venile detention. home before Ballard Dunn.

At the instance of Judge Pincknéy further 


liam H. Dunn were deferred until he should 
make his actusations more specific. He 

promised to file this morning a document 
subscribed according to “ information and 
belief,” giving the names of children eaid 
to have been mistreated, and the particular 
mistreatment. 


Children “Made to Bat Soap.” 
Mr. Dunn charges that children were forced 
to eat soap, sulphur, or quinine as a punish- 


examination as soon as they were taken 
to the home and before they were made 
wards of the court; that probation officers 
were lax in their handling of money belong- 
ing to wards or to the county; that chil- 
dren were taken from place to place in pa- 
trol wagone; and that children were kept in 
police stations. 

In the argument Mr. Hurley accused of in- 
efficiency the children’s court, which he 
largely was inetrumental in creating. He 
suggested that the work be transferred to 
the domestic relations branch of the Munfci- 
pal court, 

“The Ctreuſt court can provide corrective 
measures for the delinquent child,” he said. 
“but it éan not, because of lack of crim~ 
inal juriediction, remedy the causes and con- 
ditione contributing to the delinquency.” 


Children “Should Be at Homes.” 

“This could be avoided and conditions 
ynified by giving all powers in juvenile cases 
into the hands of the Municipal court. Re- 
move the conditions that muke parents unfit 
to care for their children, and the delinquents, 
after a limited “probation, can be returned 
to their homes. 

“No courts or institutions or officers can 
take care of the children as well aa the par- 
ents. The solution of the problem of juve- 
nile delinquency is to qualify the parents to 
bring up their children, not for the state to 
usurp their functions. The court, as now 
constituted, can do the latter, but not the 
former.”

led Mrs. Young to announce a tentative de- 
cision to withdraw the Chicago exhibit were 
smoothed away when Miss Jane Addams of 
Hull house, a member of the executive com- 
mittee of the exhibition, talked the situation 
over yesterday with Mrs. Xoung. 

The first plans, to which the Chicago school 
authorities objected somewhat, were revised, 
and the exhibits of the two cities will appear 
in separate divisions, instead of being inter- 
spersed and broken up. 

“The New York exhibit consists of panels 
ghowing the work done by children in the 
eastern city.“ sa re. Young. “ They are 
good illustrations. The Chicago exhibit wil) 
consist of children at active work in the vari- 
ous departments of manual training and 
household arts.“

niel service to Joseph Chamberlain. He was 
selected by Joseph Chamberlain as a man 
‘qithout official traditions or influences and 
ae being thoroughly independent of red tape 
considerations, to reorganize the finances of 
Jamaica, which were in a state ot chaos. He 
did eo well in that capacity that he was made 
acting governor of British Honduras, show- 
‘Ing much energy and decision of character in 
| thesuppression of native disturbances. Twice 
he was sent back to Jamaica, first as colonial 
‘secretary and then as acting governor, and 
finally, when Sir Alexander Swettenham de- 
came involved, while governor, in such an 
unpleasant controversy with the American 
admiral who endeavored tofreiieve the euffer- 
ing on the islend at the time of the earth- 
quake, and it became necessary to remove 
him, Sydney Olivier was appointed to take 


his place.

Officers and directors of the Elgin Auto- 
mobile Road Race association and a specia’ 
committee of the Chicago Motor club, joint 
promoters of the Elgin road races, met at 
Udina, a small settlement west of Elgin, las“ 
night with fifty farmers whose farms front 
on the race course to Sign up the frontage 
righta for this year’s races. 

While no definite agreement was reached at 
the session, the securing of the frontage 
rights wag simmered down to a working 
basis, and it is expected that all of the front- 
age will be signed up within the next ten 
days. Details concerning the equalizing of 
the distribution of the admission receipts 
proved the stumbling block. 

The farmers. around the course held a 
meeting Monday night and discussed the 
holding of this year's races. A temporary 
organization was formed and officers elected. 
Following last nisht’s joint meeting the 
farmers’ organization held a short session 
and agreed to appoint a committee to meet 
with the Elgin association and settle the 
frontage rights question. The decision of 
this committee will be taken as final by the 
farmers. 

Wähle all of the farmers are anxious to 
have the races held again, they are skeptical 
about the division of the admission receipts. 
Failure to agree upon some definite plan for 
this distribution is the only thing that pre- 
vented the signing up of the frontage rights. 

Among the provisions agreed upon were, 
that the farmers and other property owners 
around the course are to be sworn in as deputy 
sheriffs. That there are to be six score boards 
erected at intervals around the course, that 
the parking spaces on the Hornbeak. and 
Britton farms are to be sold at a premium, 
and that the other parking spaces around the
